IVhile one girl took to 
the mat (green grass 
outside the Vargas 
home), the others ga¬ 
thered their note¬ 
books and pencils, 
and discussed the 
quality of the perfor¬ 
mance.

Commtmity members who are interested in 
hearing the results of the needs assessment of the 
transportation funds should be present at the 
Aug. 28 meeting of the Sierra Madre City Council. 
Information has been gathered by Daniel Benson, 
according to Judy Webb, chairman of the trans¬ 
portation committee of the Sierra Madre Com¬ 
mission on Aging, Inc. 

Webb told other commissioners last Thursday 
at the monthly meeting of the Commission on 
Aging foot 33 individuals have made 317 trips via 
S.M.AJt..T. during the month of July. 

Commiartoners also heard a presentation by 
Dr. Robert Deleman concerning his concept for a 
family association which would make it possible 
for a certain percentage of medical expenses of 
seniors to be waived. The concept has been accepted 
by Santa Teresita Hospital and Deleman said he 
liopes Methodist Hospital of Southern California 
Arcadia will found that sort of association soon. 

Deleman told the group that the hospital would 
miploy a social worker to assign special cards to 
leniors designating that the doctor treating the 
>atient would waive 20% of the payment. The 
lospital also may wiave part of the fee if a 
lenior cannot afford to pay the bill. These cases 
vould apply only to hardship cases, Deleman said. 

He added that his concept includes the pos- 
ibility of service with a mini-van to transport 
>atients to and from the hospital at no cost. 

Conunissioner Fran Syverson reported that the 


cost of Meals on Wheels had been reduced and 
that 14 clients were served during the month of 
July. 

Commissioner Joe Delgatto Sr. talked with City 
Administrator Jim McRea who agreed that locks on 
the doors to the storage area of the senior center 
will be changed in the immediate futiue. Only two 
persons — the police department and president 
of the seniors — will be allowed a set of keys. 

lliis dednon was a result of a complaint of 
Thehna Conn, president of Sierra Madre Senior 
Citizens Qub, v^o desetfoed destruction of tables 
and chairs at the center and the obtdous avail¬ 
ability of the storage area. 

Commission Chairman Jean Lonborg assured 
Conn that the tables and chairs will be replaced. 

A sign on Hermosa, indicating the location 
of the senior center, will be installed soon. The 
group discussed the possibility of placing metal 
signs like those used around Sierra Madre to be 
located on east-west streets and point to the mid¬ 
block location of the center in Memorial Park. 
They tabled further discussion until the next 
meeting. The sum collected for the sign so far is 
$130, according to President Conn. 

Health and ssdety chairman, Joe Delgatto, 
said the next cheese and butter distribution would 
be after Labor Day. 

City Councilman Sam Simpson, liaison to the 
commission from the city governing group, was 
present for the meeting.

Architect is John Swint, A.I.A. of Anaheim. 
Construction manager is Jerry Fitch. 

The property is located above Sierra Madre 
overlooking the San Gabriel Valley. The new de¬ 
velopment will enhance the retreat programs for 
men, women, married couples, clergy and youth 
who travel annually to Sierra Madre from Los 
Angeles, Orange, San Bernardino and Ventura 
Counties.

CHP Commlaalonar Jamaa E. Smith 
chad four-month atatlatica which ahow 19 
children under 4 yaara of age have died 
In accldanta thia year compared with 16 
laat year and 12 In 1982 during tha aama 
January-AprII apan. Only one of tha 19 
killed thIa year waa riding In a aafaty 
aaat, aa tha law raquiraa. 

Injuriaa to children under 4 are alao 
up. Through April of thia year, 1542 ware 
Injured compared to 1325 In 1983 and 
1470 In 1982. Tha aafaty aaat law took 
affect January 1,1983. 

Tha aatimatad population of thia age 
group climbed 134,000 between July 1, 
1982, and July 1,1984, meaning that more 
youngatara up to age 4 “probably are 
riding In care. Thia could account for part 
of the caaualty Incraaaa,” Smith noted. 
“But wa have enough caaaa now do¬ 
cumented where tha aaat aavad a chlld’a 
life that tha Incraaaa In daatha and In¬ 
juriaa muat be largely attributed to non- 
uaa. 

“Evan though there haa bean axtan- 
alve publicity In tha madia, concerted 
afforta by citizan’a groupa, hoapitala, and 
aarvica organizatlona, and vigoroua en¬ 
forcement by tha Highway Patrol and 
other law enforcement aganclaa, tha clear 
fact la that people Juat aran’t acting to 
protect thair kida by obaying tha law,” 
Smith aald. 

Enforcement continuaa to accelerate. 
In 1983, CHP officara laauad 8288 cl- 
tatlona for violatlona of the aafaty aaat 
law. The . total for alx montha of 1984 
atanda at 5395. 

Safety aaata not only protect children 
In accldanta but In non-accldant aU- 
uatlona aa wall. Sudden atopa, aharp tuma 
and rapid acceleration can throw children 
around tha Inalda of a oar with llfa- 
thraatanlng force. Without a aafaty aaat, 
a child can fall completely out of the 
car. 

One of tha 19 children killed ao far 
thia year waa not even Involved In a craah. 
She fall out tha door of a vehicle her 
father waa alowly backing out of their 
driveway and tha front whaala ran over 
her before ha could atop. Thja family had 
a aafaty aaat In their other oar. 


Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

Have you ever wondered where bread 
first originated? Well, I did, and I found out 
that while the Egyptians have been given credit 
for baking the first loaf about 6000 years 
ago, the ingenious Swiss were grinding wheat 
and barley together and baking it in their 
own version of an over 2000 years prior to 
the Egyptians! 

The Swiss were even the ones who began 
the custom of breaking bread with a friend, 
which ensures friendship for life. However, 
bread should never be broken in that friend’s 
hand, since it will break the friendship. 

Today, naturally, many superstitions have 
been handed down through time, just about 
bread. Such as: never leave a knife stuck in 
a loaf of bread, for it is bad luck. Even 
worse, never cut both ends of a loaf — that 
is double the bad luck. And if you drop a 
slice of bread on the floor, butter-side down, 
well, it’s not only bad luck, but a greasy 
mess to clean up.

This 
was traced back to Sir Walter Menteith when 
he gave the English the signal to attack the 
Scots.

Passing bread at the dinner table has 
always been a polite gesture, but in earlier 
days it expressed a wish for longevity and good 
health. Through time, bread has become 
known for its great religious significance 
because it was eaten at the Last Suppqr. But 
in early Christian.,times all types of bread 
were considered sacred. Bread has typified 
life’s four essentials: water, the stream' of life; 
grain, the field; sustenance, the earth; and 
goodness, the sun. Perhaps that is why bread 

is often called the “staff of life.” ' ^

Guide 
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A feast for the art lover 


By Phylll* Chapman 

What a wonderful bonanza of art this 
Los Angeles area offers. 

The villa and setting, the oasis of beauty 
that is the Getty Museum, offers a generous 
feast for the art lover. Its collection, with 
special emphasis on Greek and Roman 
antiquities, plus its recent and most exciting 
extravagant acquisitions of illuminated 
manuscripts, old master drawings and 18,000 
photographs, confirm its place of major 
importance in the art world, to say the least. 

It will expand in the future into a new 
structure planned for the hills above Brentwood. 

But close and convenient to us in Sierra 
Madre is the Norton Simon Museum and the 
Huntington Library and Art Gallery that draw 
thousands of visitors a year. This summer, 
the area was further enriched by the opening 
on the grounds of the Huntington of the 
Virginia Steele Scott Gallery. 

The art collection at the Huntington is 
dominated by British art of the 18th and 
early-19th centuries, one of the greatest outside 
London, and with the popular paintings, 

“Blue Boy” and “Pinkie.” The new Scott 
Gallery now establishes American art also as 
an important part of the Huntington. 

Virginia Steele Scott, the daughter of a 
wealthy industrialist, lived most of her life 
in Pasadena. She was married to British 
painter Jonathan Scott; however, she also had 
a lifelong interest in art. She collected widely 
over the years and was a generous patron of 
local artists. She died in 1974. 

The Virginia Steele Scott Foundation is a 
three-part gift to the Huntington of paintings, 
funds for the building of this separate gallery 
to display, not only the paintings, but also 
related art, and an endowment for the cost 
of operating the professional side of the new 
facility. It further emphasizes the importance 
of the whole Huntington complex of both 
English and American history. 

The Scott Gallery is a handsome building 
built in the shape of a Greek cross with a 


large, skylit display area entered from a loggia 
which is supported by ionic columns. There is 
presently also an exhibit of the Watkins 
photographs of Yosemite. Because of its 
emphasis on American art, the gallery’s 
opening this summer coinciding with the 
Olympics was very timely. 

But the most dazzling display of all this 
summer and part of the Olympic Arts Festival, 
is the Los Angeles County Museum of Arts 
exhibition, “A Day in the Country: 
Impressionism and the French Landscape.” 

The gathering of the 127 paintings is 
itself amazing. They are both from private and 
public collections with the largest number 
loaned from the Art Institute of Chicago and 
the Louvre. When the Louvre paintings return 
to France, they will be placed in the Musee 
D’Orsay being built in Paris and will stay 
there permanently. 

The Impressionist period was from about 
1870 to 1910. They were daring and innovative 
artists who used color and simple subjects as 
never before and they were faced with great 
scorn. One art critic warned pregnant women 
to stay away from such an exhibit lest it 
cause them to miscarry. 

But critics have been known to be wrong. 
These artists and their works have become 
among the most admired. Crowds are flocking 
to this show so be sure you purchase tickets 
ahead. They are for a set time, although once 
in, you can stay. 

The exhibit runs through Sept. 16; tickets 
are still available either from the museum at $4 
each, from Ticketron, $5 each or with Visa 
and MasterCard, $5.50 each. The show is 
open every day from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. For 
further information call 857-6111. 

Believe me, you’ll have difficulty walking 
through the exit and leaving these beauties. 
You will surely have to return again. It is a 
remarkable show. But remarkable too, is the 
whole Los Angeles area for the person 
interested in art and whatever your favorite 
art-ism. How fortunate we are.

NO WINE FOR FIDO 

More than 50 years alter the 
repeal ol Prohibition, many states 
still have some strange laws on 
the books regarding the sale of 
alcoholic beverages. 

For instance, report legal re¬ 
searchers at Heublein Inc., in 
Pennsylvania it's illegal lor a sales 
clerk to recommend a brand of 
alcoholic beverage. In Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., a billboard advertising 
champagne cannot be illuminated 
on Sunday. 

In Alabama, it’s against the 
law to'order alcoholic beverages 
by telephone or telegraph. 

No advertising of alcoholic 
beverages at all is allowed in 
Oklahoma, and in Kentucky the 
ads can’t show a family setting. 

Cities have their share of the 
crazy quilt legal pattern, too.

How to plant and 
prune pineapple

Want to start a pineapple plant? We 
know of at least three Sierra Madre residents 
who have done it with success: Gertrude Gerke, 
the Harry Martins and Norm McDonalds. 
Here are the directions: 
e Cut off top of a pineapple, 
e Place in water until roots appear, 
e Transplant to a pot of soil. 

# Encase pot and plant in plastic bag with 
half of an apple. 

e While plant is growing keep bottom leaves 
filled with water. 

e After three weeks remove plastic bag and 
in three to 12 months a pineapple fruit 
will appear. 

e Harvest when small center leaves may be 
pulled easily and fruit looks a little yellow. 

The same plant may continue to produce 
so it’s wise not to dig up any pineapple 
plants after they have produced once.
